Egg* will keep from eight to twelve

months In good condition, but are bet¬
ter up to the sixth or seventh month.
Dirty or cracked epgs should not be
put into the solution. Water glass
costs about I.CO a gallon, making the
cost of preserving egg** with this ma¬
terial about . cents a dozen for tKe
water glass. Watr$ -lass solution
should not he .ti*ed asain the second
year unless it ha« kep' quite clear and
no odor or thick sedimat ha-* devel¬
oped The u«-e of Ilmewater is much
cheaper than the water glass mrthnd.
